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President)i  Foreword 


Members  will  realise  from  readinjj  ibis 
Report  that  during  the  year  we  lost  a 
number  of  valued  friends,  three  of 
whom  were  Directors  of  the  Institute 
and  the  other  was  our  Clhief  Kxecutive 
of  2-t  years  standing.  One  of  tho.se 
Directors,  Walter  Ha.semer,  was  our 
Honorary  Secretary  who.  in  retirement, 
devoted  his  time  to  the  work  of  the 
In.stitute.  We  profited  greath  from  the 
wise  coun.sel  of  these  colleagues  and 
particularK  from  the  energy  and 
imaginatiw  initiatives  of  Mr.  Stanley 
Swaine.  We  mourn  their  death.  We 
now  ha\e  four  new  Directors  whom 
we  sincerely  welcome  and  from  whom 
we  will  receive.  I am  sure,  unremitting 
support. 

Fortunately  we  had  on  hand  an 
exix'rienced  officer  in  the  person  of 
■Mr  James  Harris  wh<.)  had  been  in  the 
service  of  the  In.stitute  for  P y ears, 
whom  we  were  glad  to  make  our  Chief 
Executive.  The  trauma  of  our  losses  was 
thus  reduced  in  scale  and  intensity. 

The  acti\  ities  of  the  In.stitute  and  the 
continuing  expansion  of  its  .services  to 
handicapped  children  are  apparent 
from  the  recital  of  the  major  events  of 
the  year  but  each  step  taken  to  ad\  ance 
or  extend  our  care  of  the  children 
seems  to  open  up  further  opportunities 
to  improve  their  training  and  education. 
These  opportunities  must  be  grasped  .so 
that  the  potential  of  the  children  will  be 
realised  One  such  matter  is  the  need 
for  .some  form  of  domiciliary  care  for 
thtxse  who  pa.s.s  through  our  Special 
School  for  .Multi-Handicapped  Blind 
Children  .\n  examination  of  this  need 
and  of  the  measures  which  the  In.stitute 
should  uike  to  sati.sfy  it  is  already  in 
hand  Problems  as  to  the  nature  and 
education  of  such  care  and  of  the 


inevitable  high  cost  of  any  worthwhile 
.scheme  will  engage  the  attention  of  the 
Board  during  the  coming  months.  One 
need  .seems  certain,  how’e\'er,  namely 
that  the  financial  support  of  Government 
would  be  indispen.sable  to  the  viability 
of  any  such  scheme. 

Our  collaboration  with  .Macquarie 
University  in  research  into  methods  of 
training  and  teaching  multi-handicapped 
blind  children  has  been  very  productive. 
We  will  be  continuing  this  collaboration 
over  the  following  years. 

A decision  was  taken  during  the 
year  to  change  the  opening  and  closing 
dates  of  the  In.stitute's  financial  year.  Our 
constating  statute  requires  the  Annual 
.Meeting  to  be  held  in  the  month  of 
October  or  as  near  thereto  ;ts  po.ssible. 
The  statute  dtxs  not  fix  the  terminal 
points  of  the  financial  year;  but 
presumably  becau.se  of  the  requirement 
as  to  an  annual  meeting  the  30th 
September  was  chosen  many  years  ago 
as  the  terminal  date  of  the  financial  y ear. 
Due  to  the  growth  of  the  In.stitute  and 
the  increasing  complexities  of  its 
finances,  with  one  exception,  it  has  not 
been  possible  to  hold  the  Annual 
General  .Meeting  before  February  of  the 
succeeding  year.  Five  months  between 
closure  of  the  accounts  and  reporting  to 
members  of  the  In.stitute  .seems  too 
much  a gap. 


The  Board  has  decided  that  as  from 
June  30. 1982,  the  financial  year  w ill  run 
from  July  to  June.  This  will  enable  the 
Annual  General  .Meeting  to  be  held  in 
the  first  week  of  October.  There  will 
be  a transitional  period  of  nine  months 
with  an  .\nnual  General  .Meeting  in 
October  this  year  to  consider  the 
accounts  for  that  period.  Thereafter 
October  annual  meetings  will  have 
accounts  for  a full  12  months  period. 

You  will  also  ob.serve  from  the 
Report  that  the  .Annual  Accounts  now- 
better  reflect  the  full  co.st  of  maintaining 
the  programs  and  the  .sources  of  the 
In.stitute's  income. 

The  work  of  the  In.stitute  has  once 
again  been  well  supported  by  the 
general  public  through  donations  to  the 
various  fund-raising  activities  recorded 
in  this  Report.  Governments,  Ixith 
Federal  and  .State,  have  substantially 
contributed  in  specific  areas.  For  this 
support  the  Board  is  mo.st  grateful  and 
l(X)k.s  forward  to  its  continuance  .so  that 
our  w'ork  may  continue  to  expand  and 
to  be  increasingly  effeciive  in  evoking 
and  improving  the  talents  of  the  children. 

■Along  with  my  colleagues  on  the 
Board,  I Uxik  forward  to  a year  of 
continuing  succe.ss  in  the  In.stitutes 
educational  and  domiciliary  tasks.

The  lesson  was  read  by  Captain  Ralph

Sir  Kenneth  maintained  a close  interest 
in  all  the  affairs  of  the  In.stitute  and  to  lo.se 
his  services  is  a sad  loss.  Deepest  sympathy 
is  extended  to  Lady  Humphreys  and  all 
members  of  Sir  Kenneth's  family 

Stanley  Stcaine: 

The  In.stitute  lo.st  an  outstanding  man 
when  .Mr.  Stanley  Swaine  passed  away  on 
March  Pth,  after  having  .served  as  Chief 
Executive  for  a period  of  24  years.  Mr. 

Swaine  was  63  years  of  age. 

In  1941  he  joined  the  Australian 
Imperial  Forces  and  was  discharged  in  1945. 
He  saw  active  overseas  service  in  the  Facific 
Islands  campaigns  during  that  period. 

•Mr.  Swaine  was  one  of  the  chief 
motivators  in  establishing  the  Institutes  Deaf 
and  Blind  Children's  Centre  at  North  Rocks 
which  was  officially  opened  in  1963. 

He  was  also  among  the  first  to  recognise 
the  need  to  assist  deaf/blind  and  multi- 
handicapped blind  children.  Backed  by  a 
supportive  Board  of  Direaors  and  the  N.S.'W 
Department  of  Education,  programmes  for 
the  deaf/blind  began  in  1966. 

In  1974,  convinced  of  the  need  as 
indicated  by  Mr.  Swaine,  the  Institute's  Board 
began  the  first  pilot  programme  for  ten 


multi-handicapped  blind  children.  At  the 
time  of  his  pa.ssing  there  were  85  children 
in  the  programme  which  had  been  e.xtended 
in  1979  to  take  in  the  additional  children 
needing  a.ssistance. 

During  his  years  at  the  Institute,  where 
he  undoubtedly  had  an  out.standing  record 
of  .service,  he  was  extremely  active  in 
\x)luntary  endeavours,  .serving  on  many 
important  committees,  including  the 
Executive  of  the  Australian  National  Council 
of  and  for  the  Blind,  the  Australian  Council 
for  Rehabilitation  of  the  Disabled  and  the 
State  Government's  Consultative  Council  on 
the  Handicapped,  to  mention  but  a few. 

Despite  his  sincere  application  to  his 
duties  at  the  Royal  In.stitute,  he  did  not  hold 
it  t(t  be  the  only  charitable  organisation 
worthy  of  support.  He  was  ever-read\’  to 
involve  himself  in  voluntary  endeavours  in 
his  t)wn  time  to  a.s.si,st  other  organisations  by 
being  an  appeal  leader  or  giving  .sound 
advice  on  fund-raising  and  administrative 
problems. 

A close  colleague  for  some  17  years,  Mr. 
James  Harris  who  was  recently  appointed  by 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  In.stitute  as 
Chief  Executive,  made  the  following 
observation  - "Sttin  Swaine  was  a hard 
task-master  but  inspired  the  enthusiasm  and 
lov-alty  of  others  by  his  own  willingness  to 
undertake  and  accept  responsibilitv’  for 
difficult  tasks.  He  was  ever  forthright, 
occasionally  criticised,  but  his  opinions  were 
never  ignored.  His  sinceritv-  of  purpose  for 
the  children  he  sought  to  serve  was  never 
questioned!' 

To  Stan's  wife  Am\'  and  all  members  of 
his  familv’,  we  extend  our  deepest  sympathy 
He  will  be  sadly  missed  by  all  those  who  had 
the  privilege  and  pleasure  of  working  with 
this  English-born  man  who  became  such  a 
distinguished  Australian. 


Stanley  Swaine 
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Computerised  Braille  Production: 

The  Institute's  Computerised  Braille 
Production  Unit  is  now  firmly  established 
as  Australia's  major  centre  for  braille 
transcription. Now  in  its  fourth  year  of 
operation,  the  Unit  has  had  another  year 
of  expansion  in  production,  capacity  and 
staffing.  During  the  year  136  titles  were 
transcribed,  and  made  up  778  volumes  of 
braille.  Another  50  volumes  of  non-book 
material  were  tran.scribed. 

To  facilitate  this  increa.sed  production, 
a fifth  visual  display  terminal  was  added  to 
the  computer  system  to  increa,se  text  entry 
capacity.  The  staff  was  increa.sed  to  include 
eleven  full-time  and  two  part-time  members. 
Nine  staff  members  are  sighted  and  four  are  | 
blind.  !

The  advent  of  the  International  Year  of 
Disabled  Persons  brought  with  it  a number 
of  special  brailling  projeas,  and  a number  of  I 
new  clients  or  sponsors  of  the  tran.scription 
service.  'With  support  from  the  Gas  and  Fuel 
Coqxtration  of  Victoria,  a cookbook 
designed  especially  for  visually  impaired  , 
cooks  was  written  and  produced  in  braille.  .

Charge  of  the  Mess!'  have  been  distributed. 
The  N.S.W  Department  of  Industrial 
Relations  and  Technologt'  gave  a grant 
towards  the  cost  of  the  produaion  in  braille 
of  the  Department's  comprehensive  guide  to  ;

Careers'!  Further  support  from  the  Australian!  I 
Cricket  Board,  the  Victorian  Football  League,  j i 
the  Geelong  Medical  and  Hospital  Benefits 
Fund  and  Applied  Business  Courses  ' 

facilitated  die  brailling  of  publications  put 
out  by  these  organisations.  And  for  the  first 
time,  prize  winning  books  of  the  Children's  i 
Book  of  the  Year  Award  were  brailled. 

Perhaps  the  major  sponsorship  came  from 
Australia  Post  for  the  brailling  of  the  Post 
Code  Book  in  over  1000  copies.  Phis  project 
will  continue  into  1981/82.

(a)  These  Accoums  liave  been  prepared  on  the  Irasis  of  the  historical  cost 
conventittn,  except  where  stated  for  valuatittns  of  certain  investments.

tc)  From  time  to  time  the  Institute  receives  legticies  in  the  form  of  shares 

in  Listed  Companies.  The  Hoard  has  changed  the  basis  of  valuation  of 
these  shares  to  market  value  as  at  the  date  of  transfer.  Pttr  \ alue  was  the 
pre\-iousl\-  used  basis  of  valuation  for  shares  acquired  in  this  w'ay  and 
the  new  basis  of  valuation  has  increased  the  value  of  Shares  in  Listed

The  major  cnanges  have  occurred  in  the  Statement  of  Income  and 
Expenditure  w’here  total  expenditure  has  been  dissected  into  the 
various  operating  activities  of  the  Institute.  In  previous  years 
expenditure  was  dissected  under  expense  headings.  It  was  also  decided 
that  monies  received  as  income  b\’  way  of  Government  Grants  should 
be  disclosed  separately  in  the  Statement  of  Income  and  Expenditure 
and  not  simply  offset  against  the  relevant  expense.  The  1980  figures  have 
been  recxtst  in  the  new  format  for  comparative  purposes.
